Immediately the reconstru ction of 
the old plaDt was commenced.

was rather late last fall, bu t the work 
has been prosecu ted throu gh the win 
ter w ithou t interru ption and the new 
sy stem soon will be ready for opera­ 
tion.

Undergrou nd constru ction of the 
highest ty pe prev ails throu ghou t the 
bu siness section of the city , distribu ­ 
tion to su bscribers being made from 
alley s in the center of each block. 
W ith the ex ception of a v ery few 
poles of short length, all poles u sed 
throu ghou t the city are of 
Idaho 
cedar, painted, stepped, stripped and 
stencilled, and workmen are not al­ 
lowed to u se spu rs on these poles.

I t ru ns in size from ten pairs to two 
hu ndred pairs, the latter being u sed 
for main leads. All messenger wire, 
hardware and ^ttings u sed are of the 
hignest qu ality . 
The central office and its equ ipment 
is in keeping with the rest of the 
plant. 
On the strength of a tw enty - 
y ear lease at equ itable terms, made 
with him by the company , the owner 
of one of the largest bu siness estab­ 
lishm ents in Dix on bu ilt an addition 
bo his bu siness block, the 2,000 feet of 
floor space thu s added being u sed ex ­ 
clu siv ely by the telephone company . 
This space is div ided into a large op„ 
erating room, a pu blic office, m an­ 
ager’s priv ate office, operator’s retir-

ing and cloak room, term inal room, 
battery room, and one other room 
where the charging 
machines are 
kept, to be u sed also as a work room. 
This su ite is prov ided with all con­ 
v eniences, steam heat, electric light 
and gas, 
priv ate closets and 
fire 
escapes. 
All cables enter the bu ilding con­ 
cealed, direct from the office manhole 
to the term inal room. The operating 
equ ipment is the Stromberg-Carlson 
Telephone M anu factu ring Company ’s 
latest ty pe of central-energy , fu ll- 
m u ltiple switchboard, with a capacity 
of 3,000 lines, the present installation 
being one-third of th at nu mber, with 
annex positions for farm er’s lines, of 
which there are ov er 25 0 to accom­ 
modate at present. A complete chief 
operator’s desk and equ ipment is pro­ 
v ided, also a two-position tollboard of 
the latest pattern. The tollboard Is 
located in the pu blic office conv enient 
to the booths, placed there for the 
conv enience of patrons coming to the 
office. 
All condu ctors enter the term ­ 
inal room in 200-pair cables, th e pro­ 
tection being u sed there being the 
Rolfe pattern. The storage battery 
plant u sed was fu rnished by the Elec­ 
tric Storage Battery company , Phila­ 
delphia, and the charging machines 
and ringing generators by Roth Bros., 
Chicago. 
In the bu siness section, where the 
distribu tion to su bscribers is made, 
from circle tops on poles located in 
the alley s, du plex wire is u sed for 
drops, bu t in the residence district 
the drops consit of one bare » and one 
cov ered wire, No. 12 gau age, Roebl- 
ing’s produ ct being 
u sed. 
Ample 
ou tside protection is afforded cables 
and lines, the cable box es being de 
signed by D 
R. Craig, engineer of 
the constru ction company , and they 
are equ ipped with the Sterling electric 
company ’s combined lightning arrest­ 
er and fu se. 
An entire new equ ipment e f gtrom- 
berg-Carlson telephones is being u sed 
in the installation. 
No attem pt 
whatev er was made to work ov fir the 
old instsu m ents in u se, they being dis­ 
carded entirely . 
On the completion 
of the city work the cou ntry lines ad­ 
jacent to Dix on will be rebu ilt and 
pu t on a party with the rest of the 
plant, 
In fact, this work has already 
been begu n. 
W ith the methods adopted and c; r- 
ried ou t in the bu ilding of this plant 
the serv ice will be of the v ery best 
and the cost of maintenance will be 
redu ced to the minimu m.

TOMORROW IS ASH WEDNESDAY 


Special 
Services 
Wednesday s and 
Friday s During Lenten Season. 


The Lenten season, coming some­ 
what later on this occasion than for a 
number of y ears past, will be ushered 
in tomorrow with the feast k nown in 
the Catholic and Episcopal churches 
as Ash Wednesday . Twice each week , 
on Wednesday and Friday evenings, 
special services will be held in St. 
Patrick ’s Catholic church in this city 
during the Lenten season. 
In the Catholic church Sunday the 
following letter of Lenten regula­ 
tions, compiled at the headq uarters of 
the archdiocese in Chicago, was read 
by Father Foley : 
CblcaKO, March 1,1905 . 


R e v . an d D e ar S i r : 
You will please to mak e k nown and 
ex plain to y our people on nex t Sunday 
the following regulations governing 
the Lenten fast: 
All the day s of Lent from Ash 
Wednesday , which this y ear falls on 
the eighth of March, to Easter Sun­ 
day , Sunday s ex cepted, are fast day s [ 
of obligation on all persons who hav e 
attained the age of 21 y ears and are 
not otherwise, few sufficient reasons, 
ex empted or lawfully dispensed from 
same. 
Those obliged to fast are restricted 
to one full meal in the day , which 
should not, ordinarily , be tak en be­ 
fore nooD, and a collation not to ex ­ 
ceed the fourth part of an ordinary 
meal in the evening. In the morn­ 
ing the use of some warm drink such 
as tea or coffee or chocolate, with a 
small piece of'bread, is authorized. 
Abstinence from flesh meat implied 
in the precept of fasting is, in this 
diocese, dispensed with on Sunday s 
without restriction and at the princi­ 
pal meal on all other day s ex cept 
Wednesday s and Friday s and the Sat- 
urd ay s in Ember 
week and Ho ly 
week . 
The sick , the very poor, pregnant 
women, those nursing infants, and in 
general all who on account of old age I 
or weak ly constitutions cannot fast! 
without detriment to their health a re ; 
ex empted from fasting. 
Those who are not bound to fast are 
not restricted in the use of meat on 
day s when its use is allowed by dis­ 
pensation at the principal meal. 
Fish and flesh are not allowed at 
the same meal, 
even on Sunday s. 
Lard, the fat rendered from any k ind 
of meat, may be used in preparing 
food on any day in Lent. 
This dis­ 
pensation is also ex tended to the day s 
of abstinence and fast day s through­ 
out the y ear. 
Above dispensations from the gen­ 
eral laws are granted in v irtue of an 
indult given ten y eare from March 15, 
189 5. 
You will please to ex plain also to 
y our people the dispensation from the 
law of abstinence, in favor of work ing­ 
men, granted by indult of the Holy 
see March 15,189 5, by v irtue of which 
we grant to work ingmen of this dio­ 
cese and to their families permission 
to use flesh meat once a day on all 
fast day s and abstinence day s through­ 
out the y ear, with the ex ception of 
Friday s, Ash Wednesday , the Wed­ 
nesday and Saturday of Holy week , 
and vigil of Christmas. 
Those who avail themselves of this 
indult are not allowed to use flesh 
meat and fish at the same meal, and 
it is the earnest desire of the Holy see, 
as well as ourselves, that they per­ 
form some other act of mortification^, 
such as abstinence from intox icating 
liq uors.

Yo u will pro bably be surprised to 
learn, remarked the ho use surgeo p o f 
a big ho spital, that there are many 
sane peo ple to day who , believing that 
they are threatened with so me danger­ 
o us disease, insist o n undergo ing severe 
o peratio ns in o rdcT that their lives may 
be saved. Of co urse we do no t really 
perfo rm these o peratio ns, but I have 
assisted at many imaginary o nes In o r­ 
der to gratify the whim o f a patient 
luffering fro m so me fo rm o f hysteria. 
I remember a recent ease o f a w’o man 
who was abso lutely co nvinced that she 
was suffering fro m an internal tumo r. 
Curio usly eno ugh, she had been o per­ 
ated o n fo r this co mplaint so me eight 
years befo re, when a large tumo r was 
remo viQ, Six mo nths ago she received 
a fright thro ugh o ne o f her children 
upsetting a lighted lamp, and when 
she had so mewhat reco vered she be­ 
came co nvinceil that a recurrent'e o f 
her tro uble had begun and that the 
o nly thing to save her life was an im­ 
mediate o peratio n. 
With the assistance o f two o f the vl.s- 
itlng surgeo ns I determined to perfo rm 
the o peratio n In Imaginatio n, and this 
Is ho w we did it: The patient was giv­ 
en just a snfliclent quantity o f anaes- 
tlietlcs to reiiuce her to a state o f seml- 
co n.scio usness—she co uld hear and feel 
vaguely, tho ugh she co uld see no thing. 
We mo ved alwut the ro o m quietly, 
spo ke In whispers,* gave hurried o rders 
to the nurses, etc., and. In fact, acted 
Jast as tho ugh we were engaged o n the 
biggest o reratio u o f o ur lives. 
Then 
o ne o f the as.slstants fetched a jug o f 
Iced water r.iul. ho lding it abo ve the 
suppo sed af.cs tc.I part, let the co ld 
fluid fall at tl.t‘ rate o f abo ut o ne dro p 
every five seco nds. 
When the water 
to uched her bo dy the deluded patient 
wo uld wince and gro an as tho ugh in 
great ago ny. 
After we had go ne o n la this way fo r 
so me time the wo man was swathed l:i 
bandages and co nveyed by ambulance 
to her ro o m. On awakening she fo im 1 
two trained nurses creeping abo ut t’ae 
apartment, o ne o f who m immediately 
held a cup o f beef tea to her Ups nnl 
asked her to try and swallo w a little. 
After a co nsiderable effo rt she succeed­ 
ed, co nfiding to the nurse the fact that 
she felt terribly weak and languid. 
There she remained fo r ten days, after 
which she was allo wed to get up fo r a 
time and her friends were permitted to 
see her. 
In three weeks she returned 
ho me perfectly cured o f her imaginary 
tumo r, and to this day she do es no t 
kno w o f the ho ax which was played 
upo n her. 
Hysteria, o f co urse, Is the cause o f 
mo st o f these imaginary Illnesses, and 
when a patient has it badly It la almo st 
as difficult to cure as insanity. 
We 
had a yo ung girl here a year ago who 
was suffering fro m a mo st o bstinate 
nttnck o f hysteria which to o k a very 
curio us fo rm. 
She wo uld never lie 
do wn In her bed, but invariably sat 
Lo lt upright wdth her back against the 
fo o t rail, co nstantly turning her head 
fro m side to side like an auto mato n. I 
had watchal her do this curio us actio n 
many times, and o ne day I asked her 
why she co ntinued it, to which she re-, 
plied tliat there was a string In her 
head which pulled It fro m side to side 
and that uutll it was cut she wo uld 
have no rest.

Fro m that day to this she 
has never suffered fro m hysteria In any 
fo rm and has been co mpletely cured o f 
her hallucinatio n regarding her Inabili­ 
ty to keep her head fro m mo ving fro m 
' side to side,
